arrived here from Washington today 
before noon. They were driven to the 
MeKinley home. 
Dr. Rixey at once 


went into consultation, with Doctors 
Portmann and Eyman on Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley's case. 


At noon today Drs. Hixey, Port- 


mann and Eyman gave out this state- 
ment: 


"Mrs. McKinley's condition is im- 


proving and we trust and hope it will 
continue to improve. Her condition, 
however, is serious. 
The principal 


difliculty is to give her 
sufficient 


nourishment. 
There is a decided im- 


provement as to the paralysis, which 
is limited to one arm. The difficulty 
in giving the patient nourishment is 
the result of inability to swallow. She 
had also lost the use of her tongue 
Mrs. MeKinley roused from a coma- 
tose condition this morning and rec- 
ognized Mr. Cortelyou and Mrs. Dun- 
can. 
The doctors, however, hold out 


no hope of her recovery." 


Canton, O., May 24.—Mrs. MeKinley, 


•widow of President MeKinley and 
who sustained a stroke of apoplexy 
Thursday, is still unconscious. Dr. O. 
E. Portman, the attending physician, 
says there is no hope ' " ver recovery, 
and intimated the end •"*. only a mat- 
ter of hours. Dr. J. E. Eyman, super- 
intendent of the Massillon state hos- 
pital, also is in attendance on the pa- 
tient and Surgeon General Rixey was 
telegraphed 
for from Washington. 


Mrs. MeKinley has been. 111 nearly 
all winter, having suffere'd a severe 
attack of grippe some months ago, fol- 
lowed later by bronchitis. 
The phy- 


eicians say that in her weakened con- 
dition she was easy victim to the dis- 
ease with which she was stricken. She 
is nearing the 60th anniversary of her 
birth and has long been in feeble 
health. Mrs. MeKinley gave up knit- 
ting recently, and this was taken as 
an Indication that her hold upon life 
was slight, as ever since the tragic 
'death of her husband she has found 
solace In knitting slippers for friends 
and invalids. Of lat« Mrs. MeKinley 
has been obliged to keep close with- 
in doors.

val Association at once got into com- 
munication w i t h the 
oicliCbtras

Boston, Xew York, Philadelphia and 
Cinciiu'ti 
\\nhout success. At this 


lime the Columbus orchestra 
of 50 


men was highly 
recommended, and 


after negotiations it \\as engaged at 
a cost ot $01 more than for the other 
iirsMni'wtion.

j ark last night surely prove to the Fes- 


tival Association that they were wise 
in engaging this orchestra.

poser.

hoped that she will be heard here in 
recital soon. 


The chief piece on the orchestral 


program was the Schubert unfinished 
Symphony. 
This was his last Sym- 


phony, which he did not live to finish, 
and is full of that charm of melodv 
and expressive 
romanticism 
which 


Pchubert alone could give. 
It 
was 


played cm amore by the orchestra and 
was done in an absolutely 
perfect 


way. I tis a difficult work to perform 
but all these were surmounted with 
seemnig ease. The Guonod ballet m-!- 
sic from 
Faust was rendered in a 


charming manner and won much ap- 
plause. 
The last number, the 
well 


known march from Tannhauser was 
given with virility and yet tke brass 
was so well plajcd that there was no 
brass baud effect as is-usually 
the 


case. 


The orchestra has every reason to 


feel proud of stepping into 
such a 


difficult place and acquitting them- 
sc-lvc". so well. 
Indeed, people who 


have heard both orchestras say that 
the Columbus orchestra 
plays even 


1 otter thnn the Chicago orchestra. At 
iny rate the concert was a tremen- 
dous success and congratulations are 
duo all around. C olumbtis is to be 
credited for having "such an orchestra.

St. Petersburg, May 24.—A sensa- 


tion was caused in the lower hofise of 
parliament when Premier Stolypin un- 
expectedly announced that a 
serious 


conflict existed between the house and 
the government, through the agrarian 
committee of the house proceeding to 
solve the 
whole agrarian 
problem 


without consulting with any represen- 
tative of the government. The pre- 
mier ended his statement by announc- 
ing that the forcible expropriation of 
land could not be permitted and warn- 
ed the. house that speeches exciting 
the peasants were beginning to cause 
a dangerous agitation in the provinces 
which the government was determined- 
to restrain. He added that the agrarian 
program left the various parties in the 
house 
in 
irreconciliable 
positions 


towards each other and towards the 
government. 
If the principle of the 


forcible expropriation of land was per- 
mitted to prevail a social upheaval of 
which history would not be able to 
show a parallel would be precipitated. 
M. Stolypin asserted that to plunder 
the 130,000 land owners would be like 
nursing an invalid back to health by 
nourishment drawn from his own 
body. The whole state must assist in 
solving the agrarian 
problem. Pre- 


mier 
Stolypin then announced the 


government's willingness to assist the 
peasants to purchase land and help 
them on a broad scale in the payment 
of the mortgage interest, but he de- 
clared that the forcible expropriation 
of land could not be permitted. 


The pronouncement of the premier 


has caused a renewal of the appre- 
hensions regarding the life of 
the 


dutna, but the Constitutional Demo- 
cratic leaders are confident that the 
'premier's hurried statement is in no 
way connected with the progress of 
the reactionary "intrigue against both 
the duma and the premier which re-

How Nature Cares for the Weakest Flower and the Mightiest Tree' 


of Plants From Tiny Seeds to Full Growth. 


U 


NCLE Joe, The-Story Teller, 


had been out for a short 
stroll. It was a Sunday morn- 
Ing in early spring, and 


Uncle Joe had brought back a small 
bunch of delicate wild flowers, the 
contemplation of which as he sat up- 
on the porch bench seemed to afford 
him great pleasure and satisfaction. 
Here it was the children, freshly 
dressed and awaiting the expiration 
of the half-hour when it would be 
time to start to Sunday school, found 
him. 


"O, look at the spring beauties!" 


cried Lucy, in delight. 


"Come here and let me pin them 


on you," said Uncle Joe. 
/ 


"What is that white one?" asked 


Dick, pointing to a blossom. 


"That is the blood root," answered 


Uncle. 
"It is usually the first wild 


flower to appear in this part of the 
country. 
But, this year the spring 


beauties seem to be running It a 
tight race." 
"> 


"Why are there no wild flowers in 


winter?" Lucy wanted to know. 


"Flowers and plants, like people, 


are born, feed, grow, have children, 
sleep and at last die. For some plants 
winter means death, and for others 
only sleep till spring. For most wild 
flowers winter 
means death. For 


their seed it means sleep." 


"Tell us some more,," 
pleaded 


Lucy. 


"Well, listen*," said the>Story Tel- 


ler. 
And this- is 


Uncle Joe's Story About < Plant Life. 


"When a seed falls into* the ground 


so long as the earth is cold and dry, 
it lies like a person in a. trance, as 
if it were dead; but aajsoon as the 


warm, damp spring comes, and the 
busy little sun-waves pierce down in- 
to the earth, they wake up the plant- 
let and make it bestir itself. 


"At first the growing seed has no 


leaves or roots with which to feed 
upon the soil or the sunlight. 
But, 


very much 
the 
same as the little 


chicken in the egg, it feeds upon that 
which is with it contained in its shell 
or covering. 
And, as the little chick- 


en grows legs, wings and down be- 
fore it pecks through the shell, the 
little seed develops roots, shoots and 
the material for 
the 
making 
of 


leaves. 


"So soon as the tiny roots begin 


to drink up nourishment from the 
soil, the nourishment so taken fills 
up the little cells closest to the roots 
and expands them so that they keep 
pushing up and feeding the 
cells 


above them, and thus the plant is 
forced up and into the light of day 
to grow and live out its life. 


"Once peeping above ground the 


plant can no longer afford to be idle 
and live upon prepared food. It must 
work for itself, just as 
the 
little 


chicken must learn early to scratch 
for Itself. So far it has been taking in 
food of the same kind as you and I; 
that is, food which has once been 
alive. 
Think over what people eat 


and drink and you will find almost 
all of it has been alive; meat, vege- 
tables, bread, milk; 
all 
these are 


made 
from 
living matter. 
And, 


though you do take in such things 
as water and salt, and even iron and 
phosphorus, you could not live on 
such alone. 
The human body re- 


quires to be fed with food which can 
be worked up into living matter. But 
the plant, as soon as it has roots and 
leaves, begins to make living matter 
out of matter that has never been 
alive. 


"Hour after hour and day after 


day our plant goes on pumping 


water and food from the earth from 
its roots to Its leaves, drinking in 
carbonic acid from the air, and using 
the sun-waves to work them all up 
into food to be sent to all parts of 
its body. In this way the leaves act 
as the stomach of the plant, and di- 
gest its food. 


"Sometimes more water is drawn 


up into the leaves than can be used, 
and then the leaf opens thousands of 
little mouths in the skin of its under 
surface which let the drops out just 
as drops of perspiration coze through 
the pores of our skin when we are 
overheated. 
When the air is damp 


and the plant has too much water 
these lie open 
and let it out, but 


when the air is dry, and the plant 
wants to keep as much water as it 
can, they are closely shut. There are 
as many as a hundred thousand of 
these mouths under one apple-leaf, 
so you may imagine how small they 
often are. 


"The plants which live only one 


year take in just enough food to sup- 
ply their daily wants and to make 
seed. 
After the water is no longer 


carried up such plants wither and 
die, but the seed makes its bed wher- 
ever it may fall into earth, and, if 
it lights upon good ground and is 
properly covered up by leaves and 
foliage, becomes a new plant next 
year. 


"Of course, you know seeds are 


formed in flowers, and that tfce seeds 
are necessary to 
grow into new 


plants. 
Most 
carefully 
does 
the 


flower protect its seeds, as carefully 
in its own way as the best of mothers 
protect their children. 


"To their aid flowers call the busy 


little bees and like insects, holding 
out to them their tempting drops of 
honey. 
And as the bees fly from 


flower to flower they take with them 
a ripening sort of seed-food, called 


which carried?from oua. to 
upjjaollen, 


other helps the seed grow strong and 
able to grow flowers when they shall 
have become plants. 


"The bee is guided to the flowers 


by their bright colors and their sweet 
scents. 
The brighter 
colored 
and 


showiest flowers as a rule are not 
the most fragrant, while many of 
the rarest scented are most modest 
of appearance. 
You will be surprised 


if you once begin to count them up, 
how many white and dull or dark 
colored flowers are 
sweet-scented, 


while guady flowers, such as the tu- 
lip, 
fox glove and hollyhock, have 


little or no scent. 
And then, just 


as in the world we find some people 
who have everything to attract oth- 
ers to them, beauty and gentleness, 
cleverness, 
kindliness 
and 
loving 


sympathy, so we find some flowers, 
like the beautiful lilly, the lovely 
rose, 
and 
the 
delicate hyacinth, 


which 
have 
color and scent and 


graceful shapes all combined. 


"Have you ever noticed how dif- 


ferent flowers open and close at dif- 
ferent times? The daisy receives Its 
name DAY'S EYE, because It opens 
at sunrise and closes at sunset, while 
the evening 
primrose 
and 
others 


spread out their blooms just as the 
daisy is going to bed. And there is 
a very good reason for all this. 


"The daisy opens by day, because 


it is visited by day insects, but those 
particular moths which 
carry 
the 


pollen of the honeysuckle and other 
evening-opening flowers, fly only by 
night, and if such flowers opened by 
day other insects might steal their 
honey, while they would not be of 
right size or shape to touch the pol- 
len bags and carry the dust. 


"Again, some flowers close-'when- 


ever rain is coming; some to<prevent 
their pollen dust from being/ washed 
away, and others to protect their 
drops of honey. Cup-shaped flowers

honey-glands within them, for if the 
cup became full of rain or dew the 
honey would be useless, and the in- 
sects would cease to visit them. 


"But it Is not only necessary that 


the flowers should keep their honey 
for insects, they also have to guard 
it carefully against the wrong kind 
of insects. 
Ants love honey as well 


as bees and butterflies. Against the 
robber insects flowers protect them- 
selves by hairy, or gummy, stems and 
also thorns and bristles. 


"A thorough botanist 
has 
little 


need of either a watch or a barome- 
ter while among plants and flowers. 
From the flowers which are opening 
and closing he can very fairly ap- 
proximate the hour of the day, and 
in man}' instances a pretty shrewd 
calculation may be made in regard to 
future weather conditions. 


"The shapes, colors and scents of 


flowers are adapted to lure those par- 
ticular insects best suited to carry- 
Ing pollen from kind to kind. 
The 


lower petal of the violet provides an 
ideal rest for the bee after its flight, 
and a comfortable support^to the in- 
sect while engaged upon securing its 
drop of honey in trade for the pollen 
It brings. 


"And after frost has come and all 


the tender flowers are withered and 
dead, after the leaves of bushes and 
trees have fallen as a soft cover over 
earth, the little seeds of summer time 
lie sound asleep throughout the long 
night of winter, until 
the 
warm 


breath of spring shall kiss them into 
life again 
on 
just such a bright, 


glorious morning as this."

OTHNIEL LOOKER—1814. 


Othniel Looker "was acting governor, serving out the eight months' unei- 


plred term of his predecessor, Return Jonathan Meigs, Jr. 
He was bom In 


the state of New York in 1757^ He ser\cd throughout the Revolutionary war 
as a private. In 1784 he received a grant of land in the wilderness of the 
northwest. He crossed the Allogbanies. located his grant, erected his, cabin 
and cleared his fields. He was a hardworking farmer. Oil the organization of 
the state he was elected to the legislature as a representative from Hamilton 
county. His training there educated and broadened him, and he became such 
an Influential citizen that he was seat to the senate. He became the presiding 
officer of that body, and when Governor Meigs resigned in 1814 he succeeded 
him. Of all the governors, perhaps as little was written about any of them as 
about Othniel Looker. After his term of office as governor expired he served

FISH AND GAME

In performing the 
duty imposed 


upon the Ohio Fish and Game Com- 
mission by the Statutes pertaining to 
the protection 
of 
birds, fish and 


game, the 
Commissioners desire to 


enlist in behalf of their efforts every 
moral agency or ot'ner deterrent force 
which will tend to prevent violation 
ol the law, and make arrest and re- 
sort to the courts oi less irequent oc- 
curi ence. 


It is the opinion of the Commis- 


sioners that a great many violations 
of the fish and game regulations re- 
sult from 
ignorance 
concerning the 


law's provisions, and, further, that if 
the statutes relating to birds, fish and 
game, were known and 
understood, 


there would be, generally speaking, a 
ready and willing compliance there- 
with. 
Under 
these 
circumstances 


where the violation is 
willful 
and 


•with full knowledge concerning the 
penalty prescribed, there would be no 
just cause for complaint when prose- 
cution follows. 


For the purpose of giving. greatest 


publicity to the sections most likely 
to be transgressed at this season of 
the year, the following prohibitions 
are mentioned: 


It is illegal to catch, kill, injure or 


pursue any song bird or other bird, 
except that hawks and English spar- 
rows may be killed 
under 
certain 


conditions. 
Thus it is dangerous to 


shoot at any kind of a bird at this 
time. 


It is illegal to catch, kill, or pursue, 


any game bird or game animal at this 
time, except that landowners may kill 
rabbits when found 
injuring crops, 


&c. 


It is illegal to hunt or 
shoot on 


Sunday. 


It is illegal, in inland waters, to 


catch fish in any manner or with any 
sort of device except with hook and 
line using bait or lure. 


It is illegal to catch, kill or have 


in possession, any black bass between 
May 1st and June 1st. 


The penalty provided by the Gen- 


eral Assembly for violation of any 
of the above mentioned sections is a 
fine of $25 to $200 and costs. 


It is not a violation of the fish and 


game laws to fish on Sunday. 


It is illegal to use dynamite or any 


other explosive in any public waters, 
the penalty for violation of this sec- 
tion being a fine of $50 to $200 or im- 
prisonment for not less than thirty 
days or more than six months, 
or 


both.

regulating inland water 
fishing, to 


prohibit taking fish in any manner 
except with hook and line using bait 
or lure. This law is a most excellent 
one and a faithful compliance with 
its provisions would soon icsult in

healthful 


recreation and sport.
